Announce Salient Points 
Of W agner Labor Act 


PHILADELPHIA. Apr. lo — Here are 
the salient features of the National 
i Wagner) Labor Relations act: 
The law gives to labor the right to 
organize aud to bargain with employ­ 
ers through representatives of their 
own choice. 
In any place where a union has e s ­ 
tablished that it represents a majority, 
the bargaining agents chosen by that 
majority will also represent the non­ 
union employees in collective bargain­ 
ing. 
But any individual or group has 
the right to present grievances to their 
employer ut any time. 
If there is doubt as to whether a 
union has a 
majority, the National 
Labor Relations Board has power to 
conduct an election to determine that 
tact 
The 
law 
lists 
company-dominated j 
unions among "unfair labor practices," 
and the board will not recognize any 
labor organization proven to be domi­ 
nated by the company. 
No employee may be discharged for 
union activity, 
or 
because he 
is a 
union member, but he may be dis­ 
charged for other cause. 
Either employees or employer may 
appeal, in labor disputes, to the hoard, 
which maintains a regional office here 
on tho I Itll floor of the Bankers Se­ 
curity 
Building. 
Major 
Stanley 
Root is regional director. 
After deciding a labor dispute, 
board can enforce its decision, if 
employer refuses to abide bv it, by 
peal to the neatest 
Federal Circuit 
Court 
The court may then, if it sees 
fit. direct the employer to obey the 
order, and if hi* refuses, hold him in 
contempt. 
All companies which can he proven 
to be in interstate commerce come 
under the law

The little seedlings may look 
lost and lonely when put 2 or 3 feet 
apart, a s in the case of zinnias, hut 
re m e m b e r the size they will attain if 
given a chance to do their best. F o l­ 
low the direc tions for spacing on seed 
packets carefully. It will pay and you 
will get more from y o u r plants th a n 
if you crowd th em so no plant can 
reach its best development. 
Select a cloudy day if possible and 
also preferably a cool one to avoid 
the wilting of the plants. Pour a little 
w ate r in the hole before you set the 
plant an d then soak 
it 
afterwards. 
T he object is to get the e arth in as 
close and perfect as possible so that 
the roots will at once begin the work 
of supporting the p la n t an d st a rting 
it into renewed growth.
